DECLARATION. 


Concerning the Pay and Quarters of the Army. 
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SY DNEY. 


DOI bas having been made acquainted ſince Our Arrival in this 
Y _—_ Bm many Abuſes and Inconveniencies Dog 
# Their Mayeſties Good Subjefts in man of this King- 
dom, have ſuftered by A iſoden ll photon of 
ſome of the Officers and Soldiers under Their Majeſtics 
Pay in their Quarters, ( for remedy whereof ſeveral De- 
Þ clarations have been publiſhed by the late Lords. Juſtices, 
which would have 1n a great meaſure prevented the {ame 
if they had beenduly obſerved ) and finding that the ſame 
” has been chiefly occaſioned by a pretence of the Soldiers

4 x [COYVEEATE) not being paid altho' they have conſtantly received a week- 
ly ſubſiſtance of fifteen pence a day for each Horſman, nine pence half penny a dey 
tor every Dragoon, and three pence half penny a day for every Foot Soldier, which 
hath been near as much as the Pay due to them, ( after the neceſſary deduRtions for 
Cloaths and other oft Reckonings ) doth amount unto, which weekly ſubſiſtance, We 
ſhall take care ſhall be continued and conſtantly paid to them without anv deduRtons to 
be made out of the ſame, upon any pretence whatſoever,

jaltly paid him, and that we will Iik-wile endeavor to enlarge ta! [1b{lltance money 
of the Dragoons t» ten pence a day.

And Ut een the Army may be kept full, We do hereby Declare and Comman4, 
that for tizc £2 txcome no private Soldier b2 difmiſr except by Our Order, but at 
the Naſters, and tor a caule Expreſſed ant all:wed of by the Colonel or otter Ot- 
(icer Cammandiny in Chet in the refpettivo Cuniions, and a new man at the fame tims 
produc-d and inlitted, and that every pzrt-:2 {- dilcharged bz firſt accounted with an 
tully paid all ſuch moneys as are in his Officers hands for his uſe. 

And We do hereby ſtrickly tyrbid all Their Majeſties Officers and Soldiers to uſe 
any violence or threatning words to any perſon whatloever or give any offence or juſt 
caule of complaint, an in calc any of the ſaid Officers or Soldiers ſhall preſume to com- 
mit any ſpotl or diforder, or ule any violence or threatning words, Wedo hereby fur- 
ther Declare, that belides the ordinary courſe of Juſtice for redreſs, if the perſons a- 
rrieved ſhall ma: known the fame to the Superior Officers, the ſaid Officers ſhall and 
»re hereby required to cauſe ſatisfaction immediately to be made, and that if ſuch Of- 
ticer towhom co:nplaint 1s made (hall torbear or delay the cauſing due fatisfaCtion to be 
ven, the perſons to whom the wrong 15 done are to make their further complaint to 
«ny two Jultices of Peace of the Connty, City or Place where the offence is committed, 
which fud Juſtices, We do require to repreſent the ſame forthwith unto Us, 
Lat ſpeedy juſtic2 may be do:12 by reparation of the Injury, and cauſing the Officers 
and Soldiers ſo offending to be puniſhed as the nature and quality of their offence 
{hall delerve. 

And We do hereby further Order and Declare that every Suldier ſhall be quartered 
Ly Name and not removed trom the () rarters aflizned him without Orders of 
the Commiſſioned Otficer and tie Magiſtrate who appointed his Quarters, or the 
next juſtice of Peace, and that in caſe any Officers or Soldiers ſhall for any reward or 
conlleration leave or change the ( 1arters appointed them -or ſhall demand or exact 


11:.y for Quarters or t9 exempt any perſon from the fame they ſhall be puniſhed 
ly Catheering and loſs of their pay,

And We require all Officers and Soldiers in Their Majeſties Service to wha) ce 
themſelves orderly in all things according to Law and Military Diſcipline as b-- 
comes them, aſſuring them that whilſt they ſhall continue 1o to do, they ſhall have 
all due encouragement and countenance from Us, as on the other f11de We {hall be 
ſevere in puniſhing all wrongs and Injuries done by any of the Army to the Coun- 
trey, or by any Officers to their Soldiers, by witholding any part of their pay, that 
hath been or be received for them, where We ſhall find juſt cauſe for it. 

And as We have hereby for the caſe of the Countrey taken off from them the proviz- 
ding, for the ſubſiſtance of the Soldiers quartered upon them and dire&ed they ſhould 
provide for themſelves out of their pay, and for that end have cauſed them generally 
to be quartered in the Cities and Market Iowns where Proviſions are moſt likely to - 
be had, ſo We do expect that the Country ſhould bring to the Markets neceſſary and 


uſaal Proviſions and afford the ſame at as reaſonable Rates to the Soldiers as to other 


perſons, chat there may be no cauſe for them to copy that they cannot buy Pro. 


viſions for their money, which may bring a n ty upon Us to alter the preſent 


way of Quartering and ſubſiſting the Army. 
And Laſtly to the end theſe Our direions be pnblickly made known, We require 


that this Our Declaration be forthwith Printed and Publiſhed, and within fourteen 
days after the date hereof read at the head of every Iroop and Company, and that 
the ſame be in all points punQually obſerved by all perſons concerned upon pain 
of Caſhicring, and that all Sheriffs of Cities, Counties and Towns Corporate upon re- 
ceipt of printed Copies hereof do publiſh and atfix the fame in the uſual places with- 


in their ſeveral Counties that all perſons may take notice thereof.
